Tba urgent nsoomity that exis'a for n 
more oflioiont etaam eervieu along tho East 
Cormt of Vunoouver IaUud bun been ropenU 
edly urged in tiicee coIuiuuf, und the groat 
importanoe of 'lie Bubjeot will bu ample ox* 
ouse, if indeed excnso bo needod, for recur- 
ring to it now. The maintenance of a Gov- 
ernment a'.eani oervico botween Victoria and 
tho various coast towns and uettlements oan 
nlone bo juatifiod noon tho grounds of pub- 
lic necessity. The question is not a local 
one. It is colonial in its influences. It is of 
importance lo the Oolony, as a wholo, that 
ovory part of it uhall bo in a oontetited, 
healthy and prosperous condition. It is in 
tho interest of tho Colony, as a whole, that 
tho fatal drain npon its realized wealth, go- 
iDg out continually in payment of those 
supplies which ought to bo druwrj from its 
own soil, Bball bu stopped. In no way oau 
this Object bo rnoro readily and oflectually 
attained than by encouraging and facilitat- 
ing ngricultutal development _ oloug the 
Enot Const ol this Itlaud, with a view to gup- 
plying this, the prinoipal market; with all 
tboae articles for whioh so much money is 
Btill being eent out of the country. And 
this appears to us to be tho true mission of 
the Sir James Douglas. Sho is being run 
in tho public Interest. In tho public iutnr. 
est let it be. In previous uttiolca we sought 
to establish two proposition, First, that 
one trip a month 10 tho important settle - 
moct ol Comox is altogether Inadequate. 
Second, that, by on extension of the service 
nnd n material reduction in the. rotes oharged 
for frieght and paFsugo tho public would be 
greatly moro bsneG tuJ, and the net earn- 
ings ol the oteamor ultimately increuxed. II 
these two propositions bo established the 
Exoculivo can hardly hesitate about adapt- 
ing the service to tlio exigencies of the 
country. It surely nte.lj no argument to 
establish tho first, li is, in fact, self-evident 
. that Comox cannot por-i-ibly doits full share 
towards supplying the matkots naturally 
looking to it with only monthly communica- 
tion. The natural udvunlages anil resources 
of Comoz are immense; yet its most indus. 
trious and enterprising uptlierj can barely 
exist; they cannot possibly prosper, because 
it takes so much in rims and in money to 
ronoh the markets. In troth, the settlers in 
that District aro left to snuggle single hand- 
ed with difficulties and discouragements bo- 
foro which anything-but the most determine 
ed perseverance would succumb. Let in 
ever lor their full share of crushing iniation, 
they are lelt without anything like their 
fair ebaro of expenditure. Passing to coOh 
sider tho question of an extension ol the 
service to Comox, thorc can be no difficulty 
in showing that weekly trips to that 
place would in reality entail do additional 
charge npon the public revenue in the Drst 
instance, and would in time augment the 
earnings of the steamer. Looking no larther 
back than the la^t mouth, tho present writer 
is personally cogoizint of n sullioioDt num- 
ber ol instances whero settlerrj Lave been 
compelled to have recour»e to conveyance 
by canoe, to cover, aud more ihuti cover, the 
expense of running the steamer. How much 
moro there would have been hud tho steamer 
run wo leave the reader to imagine. And 
•we will state still farther, that unless the 
service to Comox be increased, and that very 
soon, the monthly visits of the UoVi'mment 
steamer must bdcotna unnecessary, as the 
Btern nece-aities of the settlement will be met 
in another way. la the reader aware that 
tho oxpeuse of each additional nip to Comox 
would be represented by tba price of oight 
tons of coal? If the Ex-cutive still hesi- 
tates about extending weekly communication 
to that settlement, let it at lea«t have semi- 
monthly. Suppose, for the present, and as a 
step in the right direction, the steamer 
should go thc.ro two consecutive weeks every 
month, fixing the days of sailing so ns to 
give the neltlers r.s much Urae to do their 
marketing as possible, even . that would be 
an immense improvement upon the present 
arrangement. Let the Bxeoutlve try it. Up- 
on the other bra: chef our subject— that of 
a material reduction iu the ecaio of charges 
posses-ting tho double advauiugo of grnatly 
increasing the public torn, aud ■liimatelj 
swelling the roceipts of ihu steamer — it will 
be unnecessary to e-i!ogc. If these settle- 
ments are capable of .any considerable devel- 
opment these results must, in the very nature 
of thing?, follow; and the former is probably 
the more Important ol tho two. Govern- 
ments, like husbandmen, muet sow boloro 
they can reap; and if, by increasing the 
number of trips to Conns and & redaction in 
the scale of oharges, the Sir James DoukIsb 
oan bo mado instrumental in promoting 
greatly enlargod development and prosper- 
ity along the coast, the Government,} or what 
is tho samo thing, tbe colony, will not lail 
to reap a rich harvest in duo time. In conclu- 
sion, wo earnestly urge upon the Exeoutiva 
an immediate abandonment ol what must be 
regarded us u 'penny-wise and pound-loolieh' 
policy iu tho Bast Coast gervioe.

Tho country maintains its character for 
farming and crazing capabililios from 
OsoyoQH to Book Creek and from Book 
Creek down Kittlu river, of Which it is a 
tributary, ucroBS the Boundary line tuvvntus 
Colville Gro.it faith is also entertained 
in the auriferous wealth of that section, hut 
n multiplicity ol untoward circumstances 
prevent its proper development; From OoN 
villi: up the West bank ol tho Columbia 
to Fort Sheppaid travelling becomes' more 
diffioult. Thoso places uro but 45 mile.' 
apart, yet at Colville, being in American 
territory, every possible requirement both for 
man and boast oao be obtained at cheap 
rates, while ut Bbcppard, just north ol tho 
49th parallel, almost QOthiDg can be had 
for oitbert 1 i tie writer paid 20 cti per lb 
at the lultjr place fur oats requisite on the 
mountain, whioh were obtained.al Ool ille 
for three oi nts. Thus it i* that south of tliis 
imaginary linu all is activity, prosperity and 
go-oheadfttivelnesBj while north ttie wither- 
ing iulluoneo of Downing' Street rnpa 
iu the bud and effectually cheeks tvury at- 
tempt m opei log up tin' resources ol tho 
countiy whether mineral or agricultural. 
The American Government throughout iu 
wide domain goes "he«d of the settler with 
loads and trails and close upon hie hoels 
with the mails and educational requirements. 
Had the name policy been exercised by the 
aovimment ol ii.'itinli Columbia lor the psit 
Ten yours we shou'd nut in these laet days 
of the year «70, hove cause to lament the 
i ol our population or the want Ol 



prosperity in ev«ry interest connected with 
tho wcllbeing of tho country. It is vary 
humiliating lui Briiith subjects, whose love 
for the 'old Hag' rues above every other con- 
sideration, to write thun or admit ol its cor- 
reeineiisi but u proper rogiud for truthful- 
ness and candor will oblige evory individu- 
al, alter paesing through tho oouutry on 
both sides of 'the line' to acknowledge that 
tho picture is not overdrawn. Happily fur 
those who lor yenrs past have watched und 
waited lor u different order of things', us well 
us lor others who will soon make thin colony 
their homo, a chaugc is dawning upon us 
that will niter the entire face of the British 
po-episions WtBt as well as eastol tho Rocky 
Mountains. While, therefore, the expiring 
decade has been one of discouragement, ob- 
Btruotifenes and misrule, the ono in tho 
(uluie will, there is evory reason to believe, 
more than remove t l e odium of tho poet, 
and place us in the proud position of equal- 
ity wilh.il not ono of superiority to any ol 
the states or territories ulong tho 'liuu' from 
tho Pacific to Lake Superior. 

Alter orobsiug tho Columbia at Sheppaid 
the Sulkiik range ol mountains is fairly con- 
sented. For about twonty miles the trail 
rans round tbe a'eep foot-hills and nlorg 
tbe Pen d'Oroille river, whero considerable 
mining was done In the early da>B of llrniuu 
Columbia and Whiob, during tho latter _ part 
of its course, madly ruuhes down to join the 
greet river of the west! Leaving the Pen 
d'Oreil'e, travelling becomes more and more 
ilillicult, with now and theu a sleep descent. 
Burnt timber has, iu many places, complete- 
ly obliterated the trail for several miles to 
Goat river oroseiuir. This i.< an Impetuous 
torrent, not easily fordable at low water, and 
at higher stages very dangerous, or utterly 
impsBsable. At this much dreaded crossing 
the ancent ol the notorious Sbeppard moun- 
tain luirly oouimeuoos; and it id doubtfoP 
whether or not any woisj trail can be found 
on the continent than the ono traversing it. 
The corduroy wis originally laid dowu with- 
out culverts, so that in some places tho logs 
aro altogether carried away by ttu water ur 
are alloat on the eurlooe o( deep quagmires, 
In othor placos fallen timber has broken 
thorn up or lortflt firoo destroyed them. It it' 
absolute oeuoby to animals !o atterni t to 
crtfB Irom Sheppaid to Flat How Like.evju 
during August and Septembsr, which are 
re ally the only two months iu ttto year that 
tba route is passable. Ho* it happened that 
this trail was curried over the highest moons 
tain pouk ol that mountain-peaked country- 
is beyond comprehension. Had there been 
no other difficulty than the extraordinary al- 
titude— above 6000 feet— the surveyors cer- 
tainly should l ure patiBed nnd looked out 
for u more practicable route ; but nlion to 
this is added the iuipaffrable Goat river; hull 
way up tho western elope, and the equally 
impsoBable marsh at the bead of Flat Boa 
lake oo tho other side, the thing is utterly 
incomprehensible. T-ne course of the Koo*- 
enay river, emptv ing into the Columbia about 
forty miles above Sheppard, should have io- 
dicjte-d the proper route lo have been pursued 
Then we should have had a trail practicable 
tor puck trains lor at least niuu months in 
tbe year, while the one adopted is so com- 
pletely impassable that tbo U B Co, even, 
have abandoned the use ol it, nnd iu the fu- 
ture tluy are preparing to take their supplies 
to the Flat Bow station tooiid by the 
above menii ned river. Thus it has bap- 
pensd that not only has a large sum of 
money beou squandered, but, what is infi- 
nitely worse the entire t adeol Kootenaj — 
certninly the second mining camp iu point 
of importance in the colony — has been list 
to British Columbia. This may seem Blronge, 
but it is no less strange than true. Were 
tbore u good trail to Sheppard merch.md ze 
from Victuriu could bo laid down at Wild 
llorso or Perry crae-k much cheaper than 
from Wulla Walla, while fat cattle, flour, 
biicon, butter, &c,' could be sent in Irom 
Okaungan anil Katnloiqis, and dely competi- 
tion by Collville or Oregon.
